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Continuation of 3. NOTE: filed amendments raise a new issue under 35 U.S.C. 101 and 112, first paragraph. Specifically, the 
specification discloses comparing a difference in gene expression levels for specific genes in specific tissus. The amended claim 3 is 
directed to a method wherein gene expression levels of a plurality of common genes for different samples are compared. Thus, the 
proposed claim compares commonly expressed genes for any of three samples wherein it is actually not known what genes are 
commonly expressed in different samples. The proposed amendment raises the issue of new matter. Applicants pointed to pp. 1, 3, and 4 
for the support of the newly filed limitation "a plurality of common genes for different samples." However, the originally filed specification, 
drawings, and claims do not support the new limitation. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants' arguments filed with the amendment 
are not persuasive. The applicants' amendment would have overcome a new matter rejection asserted by the examiner in the final office 
action mailed 6/2/2005. As the amendment has not been entered, however, all rejections are maintained. 
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
